squadrons, or between 340 and 400 
machines, has awakened much inter- 
est in continental Europe, and has 
raised the question whether or not 
an international agreement to limit 
air armaments is desirable. Great 
Britain’s Air Force at present con- 
sists of thirty squadrons, apart from 
six squadrons in India. Parliament 
some time ago sanctioned the crea- 
tion of eighteen more squadrons, of 
which ten will be ready at the end 
of the present year. The Govern- 
ment now intends to provide a fur- 
ther addition to the force of 34 
squadrons. Thus, when this program 
of construction is completed Britain 
will have eighty-four squadrons, ex- 
clusive of those in India. She will 
allocate to home defence fifty-two} 
squadrons, part of which will be 
established on a militia basis. France 
too, has been actively engaged in the 
augmentation of her military air 
forces, and both Great Britain and 
France have been encouraging civil 
aviation. 

Some of the French newspapers 
commenting upon Premier Baldwin's 
announcement, assert that French 
air preparations are measured only 
by the German danger. Others re- 
gard that announcemeut and the situ- 
ation in Germany as a warning to 
France to continue developing ser- 
vice laboratories, meteorological 
stations and future defensive bases 
Still others conclude that a race for 
air supremacy has been begun, and 
that an air convention between Eng- 
land and France is preferable to such 
a competition. The Washington Na-| 
val Disarmament Treaty limited the 
tonnage of naval aircraft carriers 
and so placed a limit upon the num- 
ber of aeroplanes available for naval 
operations. By the treaty, the ag- 
gregate tonnage of the aircraft car- 
riers of the British Navy is limited | 
to 135,000 tons. No limitation is| 
placed, however, upon the military 
air forces of any nation.

TELEGRAPH WIRE 


According to the Rome corre- 
spondent of the New York Tribune 
the Italian government has adopted 
a system of rapid transmission of 
photographs and finger prints by 
telegraph which the Home Office is 
using especially for the apprehension 
throughout the country of men want- 
ed by the Police Department— 
criminals and communists. 
system was invented by Commenda- 
tore Ellero, one of the greatest code 
experts in the world. Arrests fre- 
quently have been made four or five 
hours after the office in Rome has 
sent out a phongraph or finger prints, 
even in distant provinces. A special 
school has been opened in the Home 
Office to train men for this work in 
all the police stations in Italy. No 
special learning is required, and 
neither are the men code experts. 
Every delegate learns the system in 
his leisure moments. The course is 
not an exacting one, and is held only 
one hour each day, when time can be 
spared from other duties, and some 
of the men have learned the system 
in one lesson, ; 


Photographs Also 


What is remarkable about the 
system is the perfect reproduction of 
persons with special distinguishing 
marks on their faces. A sharp pho- 
tograph brings out all these details. 
The arrangements of the code figures 
are exclusively geometrical and can- 
not be mistaken, providing one is in 
possession of the chart index while 
preparing code messages. If 
examines a zincotype, used by illus- 
trated papers to print photographs 
one will find that the design is not 
even, but is composed of many black 
points, some larger than _ others, 
which form the design.

| Method Extremely Simple 

| The whole system is so simple that 
one wonders why it was never tried 
|before. This question of transmit- 
ting photographs by long distance in 
as short a time as possible has often 
been discussed and several other 
systems have been invented, which 
though successful are not always 
certain of perfect transmission. The 
|two leading ones are those invented 
by a Frenchman, Belin, and a Ger- 
}man, Korn. Both ‘these systems 
have had disadvantage that it re- 
quires a specialist to transmit the 
|photo or finger print, wheaas_ in 
|the Ellero system anyone with aver- 
jage intelligence can learn how to 
jsend the telegram. The principle of 
his system is based on enlarging the 
|photograph to a certain size and 
larranging it by means of his chart 
\in which its surface is divided into

Korn’s System 

Korn’s system has been tried both 
{by radio and telegraph and is pre- 
ferred by many. It is based on the 
properties of selinio, which resists 
the passing through of electricity.

which they charged for their librar- 
ies, and being unable to raise the price 
some of them went out of business. 
In the same year there was a fin- 
ancial panic which added to the 
troubles of publishers. Two or three 
of them tried to carry on, but a new 
generation was growing up, and of 
course the preceding generation, when 
it got to be about eighteen years old 
shopped reading dime novels, Probably 
the frequent denunciation of the books 
from the pulpits and other seats of 
authority had some influence in 
stamping out the practice.
